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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  first  report  as  su- 
perintendent of  your  schools.  Since  my  term  of  office  has 
been  short  my  report  will  be  brief.  Appended  are  the 
usual  tables  of  vital  statistics  and  the  roll  of  honor. 
Necessarily  the  tables  are  compiled  from  the  records  of 
the  former  superintendent.  I  respectfully  call  your  at- 
tention to  these  tables  and  especially  to  the  report  of 
the  music  supervisor,  as  I  believe  that  we  are  receiving 
an  adequate  return  for  the  money  and  effort  spent  in  this 
direction. 

I  found  all  but  one  of  the  schools  in  the  hands  of 
teachers  M'ho  had  previously  been  in  the  same  positions. 
This  fact  was  of  great  value  to  a  new  superintendent. 
In  some  of  the  schools  the  upper  grades  are  not  up  to 
the  standard  laid  down  by  the  State  program  of  studies. 
This  should  not  be  regarded  as  an  adverse  criticism  upon 
the  character  of  the  teaching  in  the  past  or  to  a  past  ad- 
ministration, especially  as  the  lower  grades  are  as  a  rule 
well  up  to  the  standard.  The  explanation  for  any  lag- 
ging behind  is  the  fact  that  the  standard  set  by  the  State 
program  supposes  eight  years  of  36  weeks  each.  This 
district  has  never  maintained  an  approximate  to  that 
length  of  year,  but  this  year  34  weeks  will  enable  us  to 
approach  nearer  than  ever  before  to  the  State  require- 
ment. The  extra  two  weeks  are  largely  the  result  of  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  money  received  from  the  State. 

The  attendance  for  the  14  weeks  of  the  fall  term  was 
the  highest  ever  recorded  for  the  same  term  approximat- 
ing 97  per  cent. 

No  new  departure  has  been  made  in  the  conduct  of 
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your  schools.  The  weekly  reports  required  from  the- 
teachers  hy  the  former  superintendent  have  been  kept 
up,  with  equally  good  results.  A  card  book  record,  in  the 
hands  or  pocket  of  the  superintendent  has  enabled  him 
to  keep  close  track  of  books  actually  in  use.  Only  one 
new  text  book  has  been  introduced,  a  geography  for  the 
upper  grades  at  the  Center  school.  One  teachers'  meet- 
ing has  been  attempted  but  inclement  Aveather  prevented 
a  full  attendance.  The  superintendent  has  conducted  his 
work  of  instruction  and  suggestion  largely  from  the  field, 
as  the  number  of  his  visits  will  indicate.  The  superin- 
tendent has  been  loyally  supported  in  his  work  by  the- 
school  board  and  teachers,  and  if  any  advancement  has 
been  made  it  can  be  attributed  to  faithful  work,  for  no 
matter  how  efficient  other  officials  may  be,  good  schools, 
can  only  result  from  good  teaching. 

I  want  to  thank  the  public  for  their  indulgence  and 
respectfully  urge  all  interested  to  visit  our  schools.  It 
has  been  observed  that  the  critics  of  the  schools  and  ap- 
propriations therefor,  seldom  enter  a  school-room  in  ses- 
sion. "We  invite  your  thoughtful  criticism  and  try  to  ba 
ever  mindful  that  we  are  conducting  public  schools  for 
the  common  education  of  all.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


To  Superintendent  Winslow  and  School  Board  of  Atkin- 
son, N.  H. : 

Your  supervisor  offers  a  brief  report  of  the  work  ac- 
-complished  in  the  study  of  music  by  the  schools  of  Atkin- 
son during  the  past  year,  and  a  word  in  regard  to  what 
we  hope  for  in  the  future. 

The  subject  has  been  presented  this  season  practi- 
cally along  the  same  lines  as  was  started  two  years  ago, 
and,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  pupils  have  steadily 
developed  in  all  directions  of  musical  training.  The 
special  study  has  been  that  of  rhythm  by  the  use  of  the 
French  time-language,  and  the  pupils  are  becoming  quite 
proficient  in  the  art  of  beating  time,  which  they  seem  to 

enjoy. 

In  addition  to  the  rhythmic  Avork,  the  pupils  above 
the  third  grade  in  the  several  schools  are  required  to  tell 
the  story  of  all  the  keys,  read  and  sing  exercises  and 
songs  individually,  which,  in  most  cases,  is  highly  satis- 
factory, and,  in  some  instances  quite  wonderful.  AVhat 
is  it  to  know  the  story  of  a  key?  Take,  for  instance,  the 
key  of  F:  The  pupils  will  tell  you  that  such  an  exercise 
is  written  in  the  key  of  F,  because  it  has  one  flat,  placed 
on  the  third  line  of  the  staff,  which  is  B ;  and  that  F,  or 
do,  is  found  in  the  first  space  and  on  the  fifth  line- 
really,  quite  a  musical  education  in  itself,  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  each  one  is  required  to  tell  practically  all 
of  the  keys  in  like  manner.  The  pupils  have  shown 
marked  improvement  this  year  in  singing,  and  future 
years  ought  to  be  much  more  fruitful,  if  present  methods 
.are  rigidly  carried  on. 
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Some  of  the  schools  will  need  more  advanced  books 
and  material  next  year  if  the  present  ambition  and  in- 
terest in  musical  study  continues. 

Permission  is  asked  to  add.  a  few  words  in  regard  to 
my  work  at  the  Academy,  which  I  visit  -weekly  in  con- 
nection with  the  town  schools.  Quite  a  good  deal  of  time 
has  been  used  thus  far  this  season  in  the  technical  study 
of  music,  to  the  end  that  more  enthusiasm  and  interest 
may  be  created  through  added  knowledge  and  ability. 
The  work  of  the  boys  shows  improvement  over  last  sea- 
son, while  the  voices  of  several  of  the  girls  are  greatly 
missed,  through  graduation  and  removal.  The  attitude 
of  the  faculty  at  the  Academy  is  more  favorable  to  suc- 
cess this  year,  and  I  hope  for  better  conditions  in  the 
future. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  teachers  for  very  excel- 
lent work  in  co-operation;  to  pupils  for  added  interest 
and  courteous  treatmcDt,  and  to  the  superintendent  and 
school  board  for  needed  supplies  and  assistance.
